The Logan I'tmd—Sherrill's Death—Of 
I oterctil to California. 
W a sh in g to n, January 4th.—Considerable 
curiosity is felt by the Republican Senators 
to know what Senator Stanford, of Califor­ 
nia, will do for Mrs. Logan. He was ap­ 
proached with a subscription paper re­ 
cently and replied that lie had never signed 
a subscription in his life, and did not pro­ 
pose to begin now. He said that General 
I.ogau was a very dear friend, and that he 
entertained a very high regard for Mrs. 
Logan. Mrs. Stanford, he added, felt quite 
as badly to hear of General Logan’s death 
as he did. He said further that he knew 
the General died poor, but that Mrs. Logan 
should not suffer. He intimated that in 
good time and in his own way he would 
add his gift to those of other citizens for 
Mrs. Logan’s relief. 
Senator Cameron, of Pennsylvania, is an­ 
other wealthy man who declined to sign 
the subscription. He said that Mrs. Logan 
would bear from him at the proper time, 
he hoped, in a satisfactory manner, and in 
a way that would do her just as much good 
as if his name was printed in the newspa­ 
pers with the others. Senator Cameron 
holds General Logan's notes for money 
loaned to the amount, it is said, of about 
$2,500. He may make the widow a present 
of them cancelled. 
THE DECEASED RAILROAD AGENT. 
W a sh in g to n, January 4th.—Charles H. 
Sheriff, Agent of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company in Washington, who 
died suddenly of lieart disease this morn­ 
ing, had been in the employ of the com­ 
pany here at a salary of $10,000 per annum 
for about fifteen years. Bv lucky specula­ 
tion he had amassed a fortune. Governor 
Stanford said to-day : “ I met Sheriff about 
twenty-five years ago, when he was a rail­ 
road contractor in New York. Sheriff was 
a warm friend of my brothers. In some 
respects he was a remarkable man. He bad 
a knack of finding out everything that re­ 
lated to biffs in which railroads were in­ 
terested, and his judgment of men and 
measures was seldom wrong. His pre­ 
dictions of what committees and Congress 
would do with our biffs were invariably 
correct. Ife never allowed himself to be­ 
come involved in interests outside of ihose 
he was employed to represent. Sheriff was 
well known on the Pacific coast.’’ 
A COMPLAINT FROM LOS ANGELES. 
W a s h in g t o n , January 4th.—The Signal 
Service ceased sending special weather 
rejiorts from San Francisco to Los Angeles 
on the 1st inst., giving as the reason re­ 
duced appropriations. The fruit-growers 
in Southern California feel the loss of this 
service very keenly. If the special service 
must be curtailed, owing to reduced appro­ 
priations, the reduction can be made else­ 
where without so great injury as will fol­ 
low in the case of Southern California. 
MARE ISLAND KARINE BARRACKS. 
I 
W a sh in g to n, January 4th.—Representa­ 
tive McKenna made an argument before 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs to­ 
day in support of an appropriation of 
$15,000 for the erection of a marine bar­ 
racks at Mare Island navy yard. 
CURIOSITIES FROM CALIFORNIA. 
W a sh in g to n, January 4th.—Professor 
Baird, of the Smithsonian Institution, biis 
finished his annual report for 188(1. Of 
California he says: 
“ A considerable 
amount of work has been done, especially 
by Lieutenant P. H. Ray, formerly in 
charge of (he Point Barrow expedition. 
This officer, witli a thorough knowledge of 
what is desired, made an extiemelyjvalu- 
ablo collection, illustrating the manners 
and customs of the Hoopa Indians, of 
whom he had charge, and his contribution 
is one of the most interesting yet made to 
the galleries of the National Museum. A 
somewhat similar collection, although not 
so extensive, was made by Loren W. Green, 
of the lish-hatching station at Baird, Cal. 
They include especially a* number of In­ 
dian bows and arrows, etc , witb apparatus 
used in constructing them, including a fuff 
set of instruments for making stone ar- 
row-points. Mr. Townsend also made ex­ 
tensive explorations of the coast of Cali­ 
fornia, especially at Humboldt.

There is a movement on foot in the 
South to have colored men go to Africa as 
missionaries and spread the light of civil­ 
ization and Christianity among their race.

RAILROAD DISASTERS. 


TWO TERRIBLE RAILROAD ACCI­ 
DENTS YESTERDAY. 


P assen g ers Slow ly C rem ated A live 
—H ea rtren d in g Scenes—T w en­ 
ty -fou r L ives L ost. 


[BY TELEGRAPH TO THE RECOnD-UNION.I 


Tiffin (0.), January 4th.—The fast train 
on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, which 
left New York about 9 o'clock yesterday for 
Chicago, with five coaches and four sleep­ 
ers, all well filled with passengers, collided 
with an eastern-bound freight, seven miles 
east of this city, about 2 o'clock this morn­ 
ing. The fast train was about fifty minutes 
late and was running at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour. Passing Republic, a small 
station, like a Hash, they rushed along to a 
curve one mile west of town, where sud­ 
denly the engineer saw a freight train un­ 
der full headway within one hundred yards 
of him. He at once applied the brake aud 
reversed his engine, but it did no good, tbe 
next instant tbe crash came, telescoping 
the coaches and puffing them upon each 
other. To add consternation to the horri­ 
ble scene a fire broke out in the smoking 
car and soon spread to the other cars. 
Many were killed outright, while others 
were wedged ia among the broken cars. 
Slowly the cars were consumed by flames, 
while the screams of the wounded and 
dying were heartrending; but no assistance 
could be given until a farmer, awakened 
by the crash, came and with other neigh­ 
bors worked like heroes to save the perish­ 
ing. At this writing nineteen dead bodies 
have been recovered, and they lie burned 
and disfigured in the snow beside the track. 
Help was sent from Republic and this city 
as soon as the news was received. It is a 
fearful sight, and recalls the Ashtabula 
horror in the winter of 1877. The thcr- 
mometei is three degrees below zero. 
One of the passengers of the ill-fated 
train says the train was the Baltimore and 
Ohio limited express, which left Washing­ 
ton at 10 A. M. yesterday. At 2:15 in the 
morning he wa3 awakened hv being thrown 
violently from his berth. The train con­ 
sisted of an engine, baggage-cur, one coach 
and two sleepers. The train collided with 
an east-bound freight, which had got 
staffed one mile west of Republic. The 
two engines were utterly wrecked, aud the 
coach telescoped into the baggage-car so 
completely that the two cars were com­ 
pletely crushed into the space of one. The 
two sleepers'did not leave the track. The 
telescoped cars caught fire from a stove, 
and the mangled and crashed passengers, 
imprisoned in the shattered wreck, shrieked 
in agony as the flames enveloped them. 
The uninjured passengers and the resi­ 
dents of the neighborhood set to work to 
aid the wounded passengers in the burning 
cars, rescuing all who could be reached. 
The baggageman of the express was thrown 
through the roof of the car, escaping with 
a broken lee. The express messenger, who 
was sitting Lcside him was killed instantly. 
No one in the sleepers was injured in the 
least. 
Among the passengers in the 
sleeper were Mrs. Fish, 
Joilet, 111., sister 
of General Logan, and her son Chat les. 
The shock was so terrific that the farm­ 
ers in the neighborhood took it to be an 
earthquake. In the confusion of the wreck 
a hot dispute arose among the train-men 
as to the responsibility of the disaster. It 
appeared the freight was running on the 
time of the express. 
The engineer was 
heard to remark that he had left the last 
siding with only thirty pounds of steam, 
and on the up-grade east ol Tiffin his en­ 
gine went back on him and the train start 
ed. No danger signals were sent out, and 
the express running at fuff speed down 
grade and around a curve had no warning 
of the impending disaster until an instant 
before the collision. 
The total number of passengers on the 
wrecked train was sixty-five. Ten dead 
bodies were taken out and thirteen are be­ 
lieved to be in the ruins. The names of 
the dead, so far as identified, areas follows; 
F. C. Barkey, Washington; Wm. Freder­ 
ick, Washington, fireman of the express; 
Jos. Osterman and two sons, of Martins- 
burg, W. Va.; Airs. Osterman and two other 
children were saved. The smoker was en­ 
tirely consumed and all the passengers in 
it killed. Ail the mail and express matter 
was destroyed. About a dozen wounded 
have been taken to Republic, where they 
are being eared for by the citizens 
L a t e r —It is now estimated that twenty- 
two t-ersons were burned to death. 
TRYING SCENES. 
T iffin (0 ), January 4th.—Tbe collision 
occurred one mile Irom the town and 
nearly half a mile from any dwelling, ami 
at 2 o’clock in the morning. It is related 
ol one Bradlev, a prominent Knight of 
Labor from Washington, that, while the 
flames were bursting from a car window, 
which had been broken in the crash of the 
collision, he by some means put out 
his hand and threw his watch and pocket- 
book to those whom he could see on the 
outside. He was pinioned on the inside, 
and was being roasted alive, but those who 
saw him were unable to render him the 
least relief. 
They could hear the frenzied 
and horror-stricken man as he madly en­ 
deavored to burst the barrier that held him 
in his fiery prison. 
The charred remains of the express mes­ 
senger consisted simply of two thigh bones, 
which were found in the debris of the car. 
The engineer and fireman of tbe freight 
reversed their engine and jumped for tbe 
snowbank. The engineer of the express 
reversed his engine and sprang to the left. 
The fireman endeavored to get oat to the 
right, but being overcome with fright fell 
close to his crushed engine and was badly 
burned, but not beyond recognition. IIis 
body has been placed in a neat casket and 
is now at an undertakers in Republic, 
awaiting the arrival of his relatives. 
There has been a steady stream of citi­ 
zens from all parts of the country going to 
aud returning from the wreck. 
WHAT A REPOST;""* SAW. 
When your reporter reached the scene of 
the holocaust, at 1 o’clock to-day, the ruins 
of the baggage car, express, smoker and 
coach were still burning, and scores of 
hands were endeavoring to dear the track. 
Here and there could be seen sheets of 
blood and pieces of half-burned ami frozen 
human flesh, and workmen were stiff find­ 
ing portions of bodies in the burning 
wreck. 
All the mail, express and baggage were 
burned, including large sums of money. 
The scene at Chamberlain’s establish­ 
ment was one calculated to make the stout­ 
est heart quail. Nine shapeless trunksjof 
human beings were stretched in a row like 
so many charred logs. There were I’ostle- 
thwaite and his two sons side by side, and 
seven others, none of whom could be 
recognized and near them was a mass of 
flesh and bones that may have been parts 
of the bodies of different people. 
At the depot was found William F. 
Smith, of Wavncsborough, I’a., who was a 
passenger in the coach next to the sleepers. 
He was sitting in the front part of the car, 
and when the collision occurred be was 
thrown violently against the front door, 
but was not injured in the least. He said 
he did not think there had been a collision, 
but that the train had run off the track. 
He helped the ladies in the car to gather 
up. their wraps, and said when he 
went back to his seat to get his hat 
he noticed the smoker in llames, and saw 
an immigrant jump from the car through 
the roof and a waff of flames. He said no 
one in the coach wa3 hurt seriously. After 
getting out of the car he helped uncouple 
the two sleepers and push them down the 
track so they would not be burned. He 
then picked up Postletbwaite’s little girl, 
who was wandering around in the snow, 
and carried her to the depot at Republic. 
W. S. Price, tbe baggagemaeter, was 
burned to a crisp. Ilia home is in Wheel­ 
ing. There were no doubt many more per­ 
ished in the wreck, as the number of per­ 
sons who escaped and the remains recov­ 
ered is not equal to the number reported in 
the car. The number actually lost mav 
never be known. A number ol watches 
were found in the wreck.

accident at an early hour this morning. 
The ’’ Modoc ” train from Albany ap­ 
proached the depot an hour bphind time, 
and running at tbe rate of about thirty-five 
miles per hour. When within a few rods 
of the depot five of the six cars in the traía 
were thrown front the track by a broken 
wheel under tbe baggage car. The train 
consisted of an engine, an express car, bag­ 
gage car, smoking car, day coach and two 
sleepers. Tbe engine and express car kept 
on the main track, but the baggage car was 
thrown against tbe engine of the local 
west-bound freight train, which had 
just pulled in mid was standing on the 
west-bound main track. 
The freight 
engine was thrown on its side and com­ 
pletely wrecked. Tne baggage car, smok­ 
ing car and day coach immediately took 
lire and were consumed. When tlie cars 
could be searched tlie charred remains of a 
man burned to a crisp were found, the only 
means of identifying the body being the 
letters “ U. S.” on his cap. An hour later 
half of the burned corpse of Mr. Jenks, of 
Ludlow, was found. The loss of life would 
have been much larger if the sleeping cars 
had not escaped. The unknown body is 
believed to be that of a soldier who was on 
the train and who has not been seen since.

Charles S. Pickard, printer, of Westfield, 
probably fatally injured ; Mrs. Jane Jetiks, 
of Troy, badly bruised; Mrs. F. M.

She had been out to service, 
and having saved a small pittance of 800f., 
she returned to her native village to live 
with her sons and her married daughter. 
She hail fallen into her dotage, but. never­ 
theless, she was believed to be a witeb, and 
consequently had a bad name in the neigh­ 
borhood. The indictment, however, in­ 
sinuates that it was not so much the dread 
they felt at her supernatural powers as the 
desire to get hold of her small savings that 
induced her children to kill her. On the 
27th of last July her son-in-Jaw, Thomas, 
went to the police oflice and made a state­ 
ment to the effect that on his wife, his 
brother-in-law and himself returning to 
their cottage from their daily work in the 
fields they had found the mother had fallen 
into tbe fire during their absence and had 
been almost entirely consumed. On the 
police proceeding to the cottage they found 
the head, feet and a portion of the "legs of 
the old woman, dreadfully charred, lying 
in the fireplace, the remainder of the body 
having been reduced to ashes. An inquiry 
was set on foot, and a little girl 8 years old, 
the granddaughter of the victim.’who bad 
been an eye-witness of (he crime, stated 
that the prisoners had taken the widow 
Lebon out of ber bed. put her upon the fire 
and held her there tiff she was dead. Be­ 
fore being jiut on the (ire the wretched old 
creature’s clothes had been drenched with 
petroleum. 
The defense set up is the extraordinary 
one that the prisoners were not actuated 
by motives of cupidity, but by superstition, 
believ.ng their mother to be a witch, and 
that the spell she had cast upon them— 
they were wretchedly poor—would be dis­ 
solved if she were burned alive. The m ur­ 
derers wore all very religious. It appears 
that the day before they put tbe old woman 
to death they sent for the village priest to 
hear her conlisdon and give her absolu­ 
tion. After the perpetration of the crime, 
her I wo sons, Alexander and Alexis L ‘bon, 
rushed in great excitement to the cure’s 
house and entreated him to hear their con­ 
fession.— Pall Mall Gazette. 


W h at a G ood D in n e r R ea l l y I s.— 
What we mean by a good square meal is 
not simply roast beef and potatoes, with a 
piece of indigestible pie and a cup of ordi- 
nurv coffee, but a table covered witli snow- 
white linen, the china and glassware shin­ 
ing like so many miniature mirrors, with 
bouquets of fresh blooming flowers in sea­ 
son, and napkins soft and fresh from the 
laundry, not stiff as pasteboard, so that 
they will slide from your knee.

No 
dish should be served undecorated; lhe 
fish and meat should be surrounded with 
small pieces of either parsley or lieets, oar- 
rots or turnips cut by molds into various 
knick-knack devices, not so much for eating 
as for ornamentation, and also as an appe­ 
tizer. For puddings, melons, etc , pulver­ 
ized sugar should always be at haml. and 
for iced tea a slice or two of lemon with 
granulated sugar.

The University of Southern California 
has established a school of forestry, and se­ 
cured a lecturer on “ The Sanitary Value 
of Forests” and one on “ The N ative Trees 
of the Country.” 
Baron Von M ueller, of 
the Phytologic Museum of Melbourne, 
has sent to the State Board of Forestry 
packages of seeds of th irty varieties of 
eucalyptus which have never been intro­ 
duced in this country, and they have been 
turned over to the gardener of th e State 
University for preservation. 
Germ any is 
anxious to exchange seeds with us for 
those of our choice cone-bcarers, and the 
French Government is ready to give us 
the best examples of her pines—iu short, 
there is no difficulty whatever in provid­ 
ing trees in m ultitude and variety a t small 
cost, and in securing their effective distri­ 
bution among the people. IV hat is needed 
is legislative action to supplement wliat 
was done by the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company a few years ago, by Mr. M iller, 
G eneral Howard and Mr. Sutro, and re­ 
cently by the U niversity of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, and what the people are now ready 
to do in this important m atter. 
W e are 
not of so little faith in the good sense of 
our people as is the Stockton Irulcpciulent, 
which was so discouraged in August last 
as to sa y : 
The tastes and habits of Californians will 
have to undergo a wonderful change before 
forest culture becomes popular in this State. 
The average Californian would rather fell ten 
trees thau plant one. To him a tree is an un­ 
sightly thing and an object of detestation. 
The people of California have under­ 
gone a change of sentim ent on this sub­ 
ject already, and the tim e is full ripe for 
action by the Legislature to encourage 
forest growth and to punish for forest 
destruction. 


FALSE IDEAS ABOUT THE STATE UNI­ 
VERSITY. 


The Surveyor-General of the State, in 
his report for the fiscal year ending J unc 
30,1886, recommends th at all State tim ber 
lands lie withheld from sale, and that Con­ 
gress lie asked to withdraw from sale all 
unsold United States lands known to be 
timbered. The reasons he assigns for these 
recommendations are that the denudation 
tii our mountain slopes is now m aterially 
affecting, by reduction, the water necessary 
to the supply of springs and stream s; that 
when w inter rains come on, the unpro­ 
tected mountain Hanks send down the 
water with a suddenness that too quickly 
fills the water courses, and thus disastrous 
floods arc more likely to occur. 
This is a 
strong official indorsement of the need of 
legislation to promote and protect forest 
growth. 
Some twelve years ago the IIe c o rd - 
U n io n drew attention to the wisdom of 
action to prevent the destruction of the 
forest tim ber growth of our hills and 
m ountains. 
I t has advocated warmly from 
th at time to this the necessity of forcsteiy 
laws for California, pointing out the im­ 
portant relation between forest growth and 
climate, growing tim ber preservation and 
the 
habitability of the 
great valleys- 
Others of the press seconded the efiort, 
and united in the advocacy of preventive 
measures. 
But the people were not until 
recently convinced of the need for action. 
Indeed, until quite lately, (lie warnings 
and advice were treated with something 
akin to 
contempt. 
Even some of our 
State scientists were so far misled as to ad­ 
vise that no action was necessary, and that 
wherever mountain tim ber was destroyed 
an abundant growtii sprang up, even more 
dense than the original. 
This was de­ 
ceptive. 
W hile the new growth did come 
on, pliecp-lienling and fires destroyed more 
than nature resupplied. 
More than this, 
these new “ abundant” growths did not 
appear so frequently in the loftier alti­ 
tudes, where there is the groat need 
to conserve forest growth for protection to 
the snow, the fountains of springs and the 
genesis of streams. 
W ithin the last three years there has 
been a radical change in public sentiment 
on 
the 
subject. 
A rboriculture 
was 
treated as a fanciful idea in 1874, but 
ten years later was accepted seriously, and 
in 1884-5 the Legislature was induced to 
go so far as to create a Forestry Commis­ 
sion, of very lim ited jxnvers, however, and 
still more lim ited jurisdiction. 
In 1880 
the first practical steps to encourage tree 
planting were taken, and an Arbor Day 
by private enterprise was fixed upon and 
duly celebrated. 
But the date was too 
early for all the interior, and the effort 
was consequently confined to the imme­ 
diate coast near San Francisco, where, 
from the hum idity of the atmosphere, 
the peoole 
feared 
they 
would 
have 
to plant their trees in mud by selection 
of a 
later date, while 
the residents 
of the valleys were convinced th at if they 
planted on the earlier day it must he done 
in the dust. 
A later date is absolutely 
necessary for thc_latter, and this should he 
fixed by the Legislature by an Act en­ 
couraging arboriculture. 
It is not necessary to recapitulate tbe 
physical reasons for this encouragement 
nor to point out the moral effect upon a 
people, of such exercise as tbe planting 
upon a uniformly observed arboricultural 
holiday; we must assume th at all are well 
informed upon these subjects. 
In the light 
of t lie action taken by Congress, the ex- 
¡icriencc of Germany, France, Switzer­ 
land and Italy, and the action of several 
of the more 
im portant States of the 
American Union u]>on the need and de­ 
sirability of encouraging tree planting, 
th e people must be presumed to have 
passed the stage when there is necessity 
for any more missionary effort in th at di­ 
rection. 
W hat we are to do now will be at 
greater cost and by output o f more of 
hum an energy than if we had acted twelve 
years or more ago by employing prevent­ 
ive methods. 
However, we have greater 
imputation now, and what is a necessity, 
public conviction of the need for activity 
in the m atter. 
In N evada county the peo­ 
ple have already fixed upon the 22d of 
February fox Arbor Day, and have taken 
the in itiativ e steps to plant on th at date. 
F or instance: if'ey have raised the funds 
necessary, and ha;*'c the volunteers enrolled 
to plant trees thiek.'y on k °'h sides of the 
road from Grass V Alley to N evada City. 
Tiie date they have .named is adm irably 
adapted for tbe nuvor k'>ortion of the in­ 
terior, and is just as appropriate for the 
coast region. Mr. Sutro and \ rr. M iller to 
th e contrary notwithstanding.

THE LAW OF SOCIETY. 


The Chicago Inter-Ocean 
tells 
with 
tragic pathos a story of inhum anity, that, 
if recited in fiction, would be pronounced 
as extravagantly unreal, and a libel upon 
society. 
A young orphan girl, hardly 
more than a child in years, maimed hv 
the loss of an arm. a telegraph operator by 
occupation, in the hitter cold of Christmas 
Eve is turned out upon tiie street, wanders 
starving, desperate, half-crazed and freez­ 
ing on the chief highway of Chicago, and 
finally, falling ution the icy pavement, !>e- 
comes a m other. 
H er babe is found dying 
of cold ; the mother, driven to insanity, 
had left it, and staggered along the street 
filled with merry holidav-keepers, until a 
policeman seized her, cast her into a 
prison, and preferred against her a charge 
of infanticide. 
Here she was left to suffer 
and moan in her delirium instead of being 
taken to a hospital, a half-dozen of which 
were w ithin easy reach. 
H er betrayer, 
an operator in the same telegraph office, 
is unmolested, retains his place, is socially 
reccived, liis very name scrupulously kept 
from the public, and all the open shame 
and crushing responsibility that should 
rest on him, is visited upon his young vic­ 
tim, whose name to the hour of the dis­ 
closure of her ruin had been as fair as th at 
of any. 
Tne Intcr-Ocean, in its indigna­ 
tion over a slate of society that permits 
such discrim ination and brands infamy so 
unequally, loses its tem per and calls for 
the revival of the old Dutch law, which 
gave death to whatever man betrayed an 
orphan of the State. 
The cowardly tolera­ 
tion of society is the interposing arm th at 
shields men and women from the just de­ 
serts of such inhum anity as otir contempo­ 
rary narrates. 
There are thousands of 
humane people ready to lift up the fallen 
and succor the sinful in the bitterness of 
their woe, and it is singularly unfortunate 
that in the Chicago case to none of these 
did knowledge of it come. 
Social 
laws 
are 
often 
one-sided; 
even the 
w ritten 
law 
of 
the 
land 
is 
discrim inating; 
lo th 
treat 
such 
“ double crimes,” as H olland put it, un­ 
justly, 
“ looking upon one party as a 
fiend” and th e other as innocence itself. 
I t has been said th at laws can never bo re­ 
spected th at are not just. 
I t is a m istake; 
the laws of society for the weaker sox visit 
upon woman the sin of both victim and 
perpetrator, and 
are 
respected. 
There 
need 
he 
entertained 
no 
hope 
for 
a 
better 
state 
so 
long as 
women 
themselves countenance th e code as it is. 
In their hands is the remedy ; when they 
refnse to recognize men who traffic in 
female v irtu e ; to smile upon those who 
accomplish the ruin of other’s daughters; 
when the house-door is closed upon the 
betrayer as upon the victim ; when they 
deal out the justice they would exact, men 
will m aintain their decree», and the social 
law will no longer he one-sided. 
U ntil 
woman heL-olf reforms the social eode, it 
will remain Jest as it is. 
But how can sí’® accomplish this ? By

CITRUS FAIR IN CHICAGO. 


A n o th er L e tte r from O ne o f th e C om m is­ 
sioners—F ru it F rozen E n K oaie. 
C hicago, December 29, 1886. 
Eds. Record-U iíio2c : You have undoubt­ 
edly received dispatches from here con­ 
cerning tbe 
transplanted 
Central and 
Northern California Citrus Fair. It was 
expected that tbe exhibition would be 
opened to-morrow evening, but it will not 
be in readiness for anything more than a 
formal opening. There is a great amount 
of work to get such an exhibit into proper 
shape for public inspection, and our force 
is very small, when compared with what is 
to be done. 
To tell the truth, a good deal of the fruit 
arrived frozen, but we can exhibit it here 
in that condition. 
I do not think it is all 
frozen, but it is certainly all chilled, which 
will render it unfit for use after we are 
done with it in the fair. W e do not antici­ 
pate that the desired influence from the ex­ 
hibition will be reduced on account of the 
exhibits getting frosted en route; but, ol 
course, it is w ithin tbe line of possibility 
that it may “ fall down ” on us alter a few 
days from that cause. The thermometer is 
now 10° above zero, and I suppose it is re­ 
garded as quite comfortable for this part of 
the country' and the season of year. The 
snow is shallow on the ground, and the 
greatest m ixture of wagons, sleighs and all 
sorts of vehicles are in use and crowding 
every street. 
To one who has not been in the East for 
many years past, and seen the develop­ 
m ent and growth of the counfrv and cities, 
everything is full of interest. This city is 
a stirring one and has n large community. 
One street is said to be twenty miles long, 
and the city generally presents a grand con­ 
glomeration of streets, avenues, canals, 
wires, alleys, boulevards, parks, street rail­ 
roads—both cable and horse—with twenty- 
steam railroads running through the city.

One new wholesale dry goods store 
is large enough to accommodate the trade 
of all the wholesale houses of every kind 
in Sacramento, or, if cut up into rooms, 
would comfortably house every resident of 
Auburn. Our development ^ipon the Pa 
cific coast is very far down the scale com­ 
pared with the great East: but if they can 
out-top us in grand structures and costly 
edifices, our California clim ate overtops 
and overturns everything, and places our 
sunny Pacific heritage as the grand El 
Dorado to which the longing eyes of the 
cojd-stricken and winter-locked people of 
the East anxiously turn during at least five 
m onths of tiie year.

LEGISLATIV1C NOTES. 


The involved, not to say queer, ruling ol 
Lieutenant Governor Daggett in the m atter of 
the motion of Senator Moffitt, touching the 
adoption of rules for the government of the 
Senate, continues to be the subject of criticism 
and plenty of banter, which most of the Demo­ 
crats do not take calmly. The decision that the 
rules adopted did uot u’pply to temporary organ­ 
ization, is by the adverse critics correctly pro­ 
nounced stultification by the Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor, since he “ went back” ou his decisions 
of two years ago, when he held that a two thirds 
vote was necessary to amend the rules of the 
Senate. The Republicans claim —and some of 
the lead ng Democrats adm it it—that only the 
power exercised by mere force of numbers 
served to wrest from the Republicans the right 
to name the committees, and this deprivation 
was, after the adoption ot the rules, made possi­ 
ble only by the aroitrury act of the Lieutenant- 
Governor. Tbe parliamentary skill and fore­ 
sightedness of Senator Vrooman, who led the 
Republican fight in the issue, receive high aud 
warm commendation, aud are frankly confessed 
by his Democratic colleagues, who know that 
under the law of the Senate he was in the right. 
He won his fight gallantly, and its fruits were 
only wrested from him by force ot superior 
numbers. 
The Democratic majority cannot

Seeing is believing, 
however, and our citizens will be pleased 
to learn that an opportunity is soon to be 
afforded them whereby they can witness 
witli their own eyes products from Central 
and Northern Calif irnia, which to describe 
on paper would battle the most flowery and 
gifted imagination. The Inter-Ocean re­ 
porter had the pleasure of conferring with 
Mr. Eugene J. Gregory, of Sacramento, Cab, 
who is here in theinterest of the fair, which 
will be held in Cavalry Armory, the formal 
opening to take place W ednesday even­ 
ing of this week, when it is expected 
that Mayor Harrison will deliver the open­ 
ing address, and that a large num ber of 
our most prom inent citizens will be pres­ 
ent. During the conversation with Mr. 
Gregory, 
who 
is 
acting 
in 
the ca­ 
pacity of general manager, we learned 
m any facts concerning the adaptability of 
California clim ate and soil in the produc­ 
tion of deciduous and citrus fruits, vege­ 
tables, cereals, etc , that have not been gen­ 
erally understood and appreciated by those 
desirous of m aking investments in the 
Golden State. 
Heretofore the home-seekcr 
has not been afforded the information 
which is calculated to demonstrate the ad­ 
vantages in price, quality of land and pro­ 
ducts that one portion of California may 
have over another. The purpose, then, of 
the present Citrus Fair is to familiarize tbe 
people of Chicago and the great Northwest 
with Central and Northern California as a 
fruit-producing section. 
“ We have this 
one advantage,” said Mr. Gregory; “ that 
Nature docs her own work. 
We have no 
need for irrigation, the soil is such that it 
will retain moisture for several m ouths 
without the need of artificial means, so 
that we are never in dread of droughts. 
Another and decided advantage is our 
oranges and lemons ripen from six to eight 
weeks earlier than those of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, a fact which many Chicagoans will 
be surprised to learn, inasmuch as they 
have always been led to believe that this 
portion of the State was adapted to fruit of 
a temperate clime. The forthcoming fair 
is promising of m any novel and attractive 
features. The tem pting and luscious fruits 
will be arranged in all possible m anner of 
shapes pleasing to the eye, and that, too.

A fact demonstrated during the last ten years in reference to the. total monthly 
velocity of wind shows that the month of December, which has the greatest total num­ 
ber of miles of wind, coincides with the one of greatest pr&ipitation. For instance, 
December, 1880, had a total velocity of 6,453 miles of wind, and also the large amount 
of 11.81 inches of rain. December, 1883. had but 2,845 miles of wind, and but .44 of an 
inch of rain. December, 1884, had 7,817 miles of wind, and a rainfall of 10.45 inches. 
It therefore appears to be a clearly demonstrated fact that the greater the total monthly 
velocity of wind for December, the greater will be the total rainfall for that month. 
There was but one December in ten years that did not have one clear day, that being 
in 1880: 
The average rainfall in December for 37 years past was 4 65. This month gave but 
2 21 inches, being 2.44 inches below the average precipitation for many years for the 
month under discussion.

Deceased was E. J. Lansing, at one time a 
purser ou up-river boats, but in 1869 or 
1870 be entered into business as proprietor 
of a hat store on J street, between Second 
and Third, succeeding to some extent to 
the business previously conducted by A. 
Laruott and others. 
In course of time he 
failed, and the habit of drinking to excess, 
which had been growing upon bim. soon 
acquired the mastery, and he "went to the 
dogs” rapidlv, finally bringing up in the 
county hospital to be treated for paralysis 
and other disorders. When he was able to 
leave the institution his strength of mind 
and courage seemed to have left him, and 
he has been a wreck ever since, happy only 
when triends furnished him with the means 
to purchase the stimulants which, while he 
was under their influence, made him feel 
a man again, but only to leave him in 
deeper depths when their enlivening influ­ 
ence wore away. He was 60 years of age, 
and a nativeof Lansingbnrg, New York—a 
place named after his ancestors—and a 
cousin of James Lansing, ex-Sheriff and 
Assessor of Sacramento county, who, it will 
be remembered, was killed by Ralen.

P arod n s a n d C on iiin itu tion s. 
Yesterday Governor Stoneman issued a 
pardon to Leonard Collins, who was con­ 
victed of an assault to murder in the Supe­ 
rior Court of San Francisco, in April, 1886, 
and sentenced to two years in the House of 
Correction. 
It is clearly established thai 
the bov pleaded guilty to the charge, and 
was sentenced without an understanding of 
the circumstances. It is a well-established 
fact that, he was guilty of no more than a 
simple assault, for which he has been ade­ 
quately punished, which facts are set forth 
in the petition of the prosecuting attorney 
and others. 
John T. Murphy was also pardoned. He 
was couvicted of tin assault with a deadly 
weapon in the Superior Court of San Fran­ 
cisco. in December, 1886, and sentenced to 
tbe State Prison for two years. It is stated 
that Murphy bore an unblemished charac­ 
ter prior to his offense, which was commit­ 
ted under great provocation, in the heat of 
■assion, and is recommended for clemency 
>y the sentencing magistrate. JudgeToohy, 
and many representative citizens. 
Victor Franco, who was convicted of the 
crime of rape in the Superior Court of Los 
Angeles, in January, 1882, and sentenced 
to fourteen years, was commuted to ten 
years on the "recommendation of the Board 
of State Prison Directors, on the ground 
that hia offense was not a case of rape, and 
did not deserve so heavy a punishment.
